PEASANTS FIRE ON A PRINCE. 


Seventy Killed in Clash Over Crop) 
Rents—Nobles Intimidated. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 27.—Owing to 
the refusal of the peasants in the village 
of Inchadedshan to pay to Prince Inukh- 
ransky the proportion of the crop to which 
he was entitled, Cossacks fired on the 
peasants. The killed and wounded, ac- 
cording to an official account, were nine- 
teen, and according to an unofficial ac- 
count, seventy. 

Peasants from the mountains came to 
the assistance of the villagers, ae 
in fresh conflicts, in which one Cossac 
was killed. Prince Inukhransky had a 
narrow escape from shots fired at him. 

There is a great increase in the agrarian 
agitation in various parts of the country, 
notably in the Caucasus. In the Gori dis- 
trict the peasants are forcing the nobles, 
under menace of death, to announce to the 
newspapers that they are handing over 
their holdings to the peasants freely, or 
are accepting one-tenth instead of one- 
quarter of the crop yield.

BY A MIGHTY COMBER 


‘Three Seamen Tossed About and 
the Railing Carriec Away. 


‘ONE PARALYZED BY SHOCK 


'Sir Michael Hicks-Beach Aboard on 
His Way to Singapore—The Ed- 
win Goulds on the Celtic. 





When the Cunarder Umbria, from Liv- 
docked yesterday morning, her 
officers reported that on the second day 
out, when about 150 miles west of Queens- 
town, a giant sea -had curled over the liner 
| forward, striking three seamen, probably 
| fatally injuring one, and doing more or 
less damage to the railings on the star- 
|board side uf the ship. It was about 2 
;o'clock in the afternoon when the big 
| wave boarded the Cunarder. A stiff west- 
;erly wind was blowing at the time, and, 
although the sea was very choppy and the

big waves were running, more than half 
the passengers were on deck enjoying the 
sunshine 

Robert Slade, the seaman who was so 
| seriously

liner full and square on the forward 
quarter, and though both men saw it com-

The wave knocked Slade away from 
the ventilator to which he was clinging, 
and threw him with great force against 
the railing, where five minutes later Dr. 
|Clarke, the ship’s surgeon, found him. 
| Murphy’s ankle was injured and he was 
badly cut about the head. The third sea- 
man injured was Joseph Breen, who was 
}on lookout duty. He was bruised, about 
ithe head and body. 
|; Slade was unconscious when Dr. Clarke 
reached him. The sailor was removed to 
the ship's hospital. Slade was complete- 
ly paralyzed. As soon as the Umbria was 
docked the injured scaman was sent to St. 
Vincent's Hospital. It was /said there 
last night that he would recover the use 
of his Iimbs in time. 

The passengers who saw the wave said 
that it was more than ten feet higher 
than the deck, over which it curled. It 
was a solid mass of water, 
over the deck with lightning-like rapidity. 
As it swept back into the sea over the 
| starboard side it carried most of the rail- 
jing with it. When it was learned how 
seriously injured Slade was the saloon

RUSSIA’S AMERICAN CREDIT. 

The Peace Commissioners at Ports- 
mouth, we presume, are much nearer 
an agreement than the world supposes. 
They are not on the witness stand, and 
in such communications as they make 
-out of deference to the customs of 
American public life and in response to 
the importunities of a multitude of cor- 
respondents, they are under noobligation 
to tell all they know. For one thing, 
they have been subjected to the appeals 
of Mr. Rooseve.t, than which nothing 
could be more moving. Speaking with 
such authority, with such sincerity, 
and with such earnestness of purpose, 
he must have influenced not only the 
minds of the commissioners but their 
home Governments. They know, too, 
that the world expects them to make 
peace. 

Back of all these things lie the potent 
and well-nigh compelling influence of 
empty Treasuries, a consideration upon 
which we have often dwelt in enforcing 
the argument for peace. Japan’s finan- 
cial situation we have already exam- 
ined. Russia is in the same situation. 
That Russia could not, on former 
terms, borrow for war is 
known. How much she could bor- 
row for peace would naturally de- 
pend upon the sort of peace 
is made. If the result of the con- 
ference should be no more than an 
agreement to suspend hostilities until 
one side or the other was ready and 
desirous of resuming them, Russia 
¢ould borrow but little, and that only 
from bankers.

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 

The Railway Gazette tabulates twen- 
ty-three collisions of railway trains and 
twenty-five derailments during July. 

| There was no notable disaster, yet 
there was an average of a death every 
day in a month which compares fa- 
vorably with its predecessors. One col- 
Msion was caused by a train being 
ahead of time. A misplaced switch 
threw one train into another, and many 
deaths were averted only by the chance 
that a “dead” locomotive took up the 
shock. Many will compare these fig- 
ures with the annual reports in Eng- 
{ land and the United States, which have 
just appeared simultaneously, and with 
the mortality of battles. According to 

| the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
‘more were killed and injured on rail- 
ways last year than at Gettysburg or 
Mukden. The fatality ratio of pas- 
gsengers to accidents was 100 times 
higher here than in England. We have 
seventeen times more employés and 
@00 times more casualties among em- 
ployés. In England last year the col-

'up in a “preliminary return,” which 
is not published. This return for 1904

|show six passengers “killed through 
| train accidents.” This is the basis of 
Consul Masin’s statement that the 


deaths were 1 in 199,758,000 journeys. | 


But there were 109 other deaths of 
passengers, nevertheless. No less than 
thirty-three lost their lives through an 
accident impossible on American rail- 
ways. That number, 1 in each 39,000,- 
000, fell out of compartment doors. 
They were killed all right, but they 
were not killed in “train accidents.” 
The report told the exact truth, but it 
is as misleading as diplomatic de- 
mentis, which are so phrased as to de- 
ceive without enabling the diplomat to 
be called a Har. 

For some obscure reason the British 
reports do not include commuters. 
Upon the average of thirty years Brit- 
ish railways kill twenty-three passen- 
gers yearly. It is a shameful com- 
parison with the American record, but 

|then our figures include commuters. 
It would almost seem as though our 
|accident statistics were made up by 
yellow journals for purposes of their 
own and as though British statistics 
were made up by and for British rail- 
ways, also for purposes of their own. 

For our own part we think too many 

are killed in either country. We have 


| not the slightest tolerance for grade- 


crossing horrors, nor for overworking 
single-track systems, nor for parsi- 
mony productive of inferior apparatus 
We think any com: 
parison unfair under conditions so dif- 
ferent as between England and the 
United States, or as between our own 


; older and more thickly settled com- 


munities and our crude railway enter- 
prises in the West. We cannot believe 
that our apparatus and administration 
are inferior upon any fair comparison, 
and we should not shrink from placing 
equally truthful figures side by side. 

We do not question the good faith in 
which the British figures are compiled 
or presented to us, but it would seem | 
that the methods are so different that 
unwarranted conclusions are suggested. 
Our figures are dreadful, but not so 
| dreadful as they seem. 
figures lull into a false security. 


JAPANESE CHEAP LABOR. 

We put before our readers in sum- 
mary and quotation yesterday some of 
|the views of Mr. Tuomas F. MILLARD 
upon the national resources of Japan as 
| set forth by him in an article contrib- 
uted by him to the September Scrib- 
ner’s Magazine. While Mr. MILLARpD’s 
opinions, formed on the spot, as to the 
wealth of Japan, he being a resident of 
Tokio, sustain conclusions we have 
often presented in THE Times, we find

of his studies of the Japanese labor 
question. Our readers will remember 
that we have recently expressed the 
opinion that the cheapness of Japa- 
| nese labor, the prevailing rate of wages |! 
among factory operatives being from 
; ten to seventeen cents a day, and 
' the known technical skill of that sae 
would make them formidable competi- 
| tors of the manufacturers of this coun- 
try in the future struggle for Far East- 
ern markets, even if they would not 
drive many of our commodities out of 
those markets altogether through their 
much lower cost of production. Mr. 
MILLARD thinks such conclusions are 
unwarranted, because Japanese labor, 
although it is cheap, is phenomenally 
inefficient. When “driven along un- 
familiar paths,” it would be, he thinks, 
very expensive labor. The Jap, he says, 
is not only a poor workman, indiffer- 
ent to his own incompetence and desti- 
tute of ambition, but he has not the 
slightest notion of the value of time. 

Nobody knows better than American 
opponents of a protective tariff—a field 
in which Tue Times has done its full 
share of labor—that cost of production 
is not determined by rate of wages 
alone, but that the productiveness of 
the labor, that is, the Jabor cost of each 
unit of production, must be taken into 
account. If an American factory op- 
erative earning a dollar a day produced 
ten times as many units of product as 
a Japanese operative earning 15 cents 
a day, the American would be the 
cheaper workman. We are forced to 
reject altogether the theory that there 
is any such difference. 

Mr. MILLARD would have us believe 
that the Jap is on a par with the North 
American Indian, who, while willing to 
work overtime on the warpath, was so 
lazy that he shirked all other labor, 
making his squaw cultivate the land 
and raise his corn. It would require a 
good deal of evidence to convince us 
pat the Japanese. who have been so

“ VICTORIAN GOTHIC.’ 

The death of ALFRED WATERHOUSB 
removes the last of the pioneers of the 
English Gothic revival, who for some 
score of years dominated the public 
and private building of Great Britain, 
and had a great influence on the build- 
ing of the United States during the 
|sixth and seventh and eighth decades 
of the nineteenth century. Our archi- 
| tectural declaration of independence of 
Great Britain was in fact made almost 
exactly a century after our political 
|declaration. For it was in 1876 that 
RICHARDSON’s Trinity Church in Bos- 
ton, inspired by the Romanesque of 
} Southern France, made so striking and 
immediate a success as to turn the 
minds of all the aspiring architects of 
the United States toward its sources. 
RICHARDSON’s influence scarcely sur- 
| vived him. It was only for about a 
| decade that Richardsonian Romanesque 
continued to be the architectural fash- 
lion of the United States. Since that

—was of the late fifties or the early 
sixties, and was probably his best 
work, certainly more successful as 
to its general composition and outline 
than the far more pretentious and 
costly Town Hall of the same city, 
which came twenty years later. Ar- 
tistically he was not, in truth, one of 
the most considerable of the revivalists. 
His professional success was due to the 
admirable forethought and practicality 
of his planning rather than to the ex- 
terior aspect of his buildings. The 
greatest monument of the 
Gothic revival exists, rather curiously, 
not in masonry, but only on paper, in 
the competitive designs for the London 
Law Courts, the failure of the outcome 
of which, architecturally and prac- 
tically, by the execution of Mr. 
STREET'S design, may be said to have 
the death blow to secular or 
“ Victorian ’”’ Gothic in England. In 
that competiticn Mr. WaATERHOUSE’s 
design, signalized by a remarkable 
treatment of the ‘‘ Record Tower,” was 
yet not entitled to rank higher than a 
bad second or a good third.

THE WATER SUPPLY OF NEW YORK. 

This city is confronted with the 
problem of the filtration of its water 
supply. Those who are.in the habit of 
thinking of New York as Manhattan 
Island, with a fringe beyond the Har- 
lem River, do not realize that only 
about 60 per cent. of our population 
is supplied with Croton water, and that 
for the remainder the problem is seri- 
ous. 

Manhattan has Croton water only. 
The Bronx has three sources of sup- 
ply—Croton, the Kensico, and the West- 
chester system. Brooklyn has six 
sources—the Gravesend pumping sta- 
tion, the New Utrecht pumping sta- 
tion, the Flatbush pumping station, the 
system of the German-American Im- 
provement Company, the Blythebourne 
system, and the Pfalzgraf supply. Four 
of these systems are in private own- 
ership. Queens has a great variety of 
separate systems, eleven in all—the 
Elmhurst supply, the Woodside supply, 
the service of the Citizens’ Water Sup- 
ply Company, the Sunnyside supply, 
the Jamaica supply, the Blissville sup- 
ply, the Whitestone supply, the College 
Point supply, the Woodhaven supply, 
the Denton supply of the Montauk 
Water Company, and the Far Rocka- 
way supply. Seven of these supplies 
are in private ownership. Richmond 
has the Crystal, Staten Island, South 
Shore, and Tottenville supplies, all in 
private ownership. 

Some of these many supplies appear 
by chemical analysis to be good, some 
are only fair, and some are distinctly 
below the standard of safe potaodility. 
The bacteriological analysis of all cf 
these waters has been undertaken by 
the Health Department. The results 
will leave little room for doubt that in 
some districts. at least, we have

In 
the volunteer camps during our Span- 
ish-American war the typhoid rate was 
1,463 per 100000. There are a great 
many American cities where typhoid is 
a perennial epidemic. 

Can New York City afford to ignorc 
the teachings of experience and remain 
content with a water supply less pure 
and wholesome that it may have at a 
cost far less than the value of the ben- 
efits of immunity from typhoid fever? 
The citizen who puts this question to 
himself can find but one answer to it. 
Emphatically, it cannot.

that it punishes their disobedience with 
equal rigor, there will be, we think, not a 
little gurprise at the news that, of the 
men who mutinied on the battleship Kniaz 
Potemkine, only eight were sentenced to 
death by the court-martial that tried 
them, and thal in the case of every one 
of these elght a recommendation to mercy 
was made which is in effect a commuta- 
tion of their punishment to imprisonment 
for life, Of the rest of the crew, only 
nineteen were directly sentenced to im- 
prisonment for terms of varying length, 
the remainder escaping any punishment 
at all. And yet the crime of all these men 
would have been considered in any 
country about the very worst that could! 
be committed by a citizen or subject, and 
its enormity was aggravated almost to 
the very limits of possibility by the con-| 
duct of the mutineers and by the moment 
of national peril and misfortune which 
they chose for making their rebellion. 
Mutinies, even on warships, when they 
take place In time of peace, may be, and 
usually are, more or less technical in their 
nature, and, once repressed, nobody 
thinks of taking very desperate measures 
to emphasize their enormity. But this 
mutiny was different, The nation was not 
only at war with a foe to be feared, but 
& succession of great disasters had vastly 
increased the value to the Government of 
its remaining resources for defense and 
offense. The n.utineers used their coun- 
try's extremity us their opportunity, for 
days they subjected it to humiliation as 
nearly unheard-of as unendurable, and 
their final subjection was due to their 
own incompetency to make and follow 
an organized plan of operations much 
more than to any influence which the!

promptly, cheerfully, and emphatically

M. D.,"’ as to the improbability of curing 
the effects of poison ivy and becoming 
immune to that pestilent plant’s injurious 
powers by—eating two of its leaves. We 
did publish the letter of a correspondent 
who labored under the grotesque delusion 
that he knew of a case of ivy poisoning 
that had been successfully treated in 
that manner, and, probably enough, the 
publication was a mistake, but we printed 
the letter as a curious illustration of the 
possibilities of the human mind, without 
a thought that anybody would elther sup- 
pose that we believed in this amazing 
extension of the hair-of-the-dog-that-bit 
idea or proceed to try upon himself an 
experiment at once so absurd, so dan- 
gerous, and so hopeless. The plant known 
as poison ivy belongs to a big family and 
a bad one. Almost every member of it 
punishes, even if it does not resent, the 
touch of most human beings and the mere 
approach of some of them.

Unless I am greatly mistaken, “ Eng- 
lishman”’ is one of the few Britons who 
do not think war between England and 
Germany is absolutely necessary to the 
wellbeing of these two countries. The 
energy wasted in such a war could be 
directed into better channels, both in Eng-. 
land and Germany. However, we need 
not dwell on this.

The New Sea Fighter Will Get Her 
Guns at the Navy Yard. 


The United States gunboat Paducah, | 
contract | 


which recently exceeded her 
speed on her speed trial off Newport, is 
expected to arrive at the New York Navy 
Yard next Thursday, where her arma- 
ment will be put aboard. The Paducah 
is a sister ship of the Dubuque, which 
was completed last May, and which was 
recently put in commission here.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS, 


Many Gains Shown Despite Re- 
action at Close of Week. 


All Active 
ment 


Stocks Advanced—Move- 


In Japanese Bonds—Less 


Done In High-Priced Issues. 

Notwithstanding the sharp declines | 
in many stocks which marked the cul- 
mination of the advance in prices last 
week the net changes for the week in 
all the most active stocks represented 
gains. The recessions, although sharp, 
were not sufficient to entirely wipe 
out the previous improvement, espe- 
clally ‘in the stocks most heavily 





traded in. The course of other issues 
was less uniform. Taking all the stocks 
that showed net changes of a point or 
more forty-seven rose and thirty-four 
declined, a smaller percentage of ad- 
vances than had been recorded in any 
recent week. The reaction in the 
stock market had very little effect upon 
bonds. Of the twenty-four issues 
which moved a point twenty-two 
showed gains and only two were lower 
at the close of the week than they 
had been the previous Saturday. 

Reading far exceeded all other is- 
sues in activity. Its total was 789,240 
shares, out of 3,643,992 shares in the 
twelve most active stocks and 5,271,- 
427 shares for all issues. Union Pa-! 
cific, the movements in which were 
closely connected with those in Read- 
ing during part of the week, was sec- 
ond in the list in the matter of activity, 
supplying 541,660 shares. 

Less attention was paid this past 
week to the high priced stocks, which 
for several weeks had assumed places 
of much prominence in the market. | 
The most striking movement of the 
kind last week was that in Delaware 
and Hudson, which at one time showed 
a gain of 15% points. It receded 4 
points from the highest before the 
close of the week. The other stocks 
commanding high figures showed rel- 
atively small net changes. 

The net results of the week's fluctu- 
ations in the Japanese bond issues 
were net losses, varying from a half of 
1 per cent. to 5% per cent. The 4%s, 
first series, were the most active of 
the group. The 6 per cent. issues were 
traded in only in limited amount.
